COLUMBUS, May 11—(A P)-O hio senators lit the fuse to dynamite 
Gov. Prank J. Lau sche’s no-new-tax program today. 
Representatives tou ched off their own fireworks by calling for a vote 
on bills to boost Jobless benefits and to trade compu lsory FEPC for an 
eu u cational program. 
A su rprise split in Democrat majority ranks of the senate ru les com­ 
mittee set the stege for the tax showdown. 
The committee voted 4-3 
late Tu esday to recommend passage of three measu res to: 
Appropriate 
$27,500,000 . to gtve • 
school teachers two-year pay raises 
of $25 monthly and increase wages 
of other school employes: 
Allocate 15 percent of sales tax 
revenu es to local government to 
boost the present 
$12,000,000 
an­ 
nu al grant to abou t $18,000,000 or 
more a year; 
Earmark the 
$15,000,000 
yearly 
revenu e from intangibles taxes on 
financial institu tions to the 
local 
government fu nd, instead of 
re­ 
tu rning it to the sou rce of collec­ 
tion.

Admits Disagreement 
The governor said schedu ling the 
three bills for a vote precipitated 
the cau cu s. He admitted there was 
disagreement over, their 
su pport. 
Cau cu s participants indicated the 
split was abou t 50-50. 
La use he said he repeated previ­ 
ous admonitions 
that 
the 
state 
shou ld live within its income. He 
estimated the proposed bills would 
mean $47,500.000 in new spending 
for the bienniu m and added: 
“I'm afraid that if this starts, 
the flood gates are open." 
The governor declared in favor of 
eliminating the three percent now 
paid vendors for handling sales tax 
stamps, saving $4,100,000 
annu ally, 
and cu tting in half the three per­ 
cent redemption paid for stamps to 
save $1,350,000 a year for a total 
of $5,450,000. 
Lau sche had this to say to news­ 
men after the cau cu s: 
"When I su bmitted my bu dget, 
the opposi von in the legislatu re la­ 
beled it as an extravagant one. Yes 
terday we had the revealing spec 
tacle of one of the very men who

ACHESON PUTS 
SUCCESS TO 
SOVIET AIMS 


Says Paris Conference Will 
Decide Whether Russia 
Wants Achievements 


WASHINGTON. May 11—<AP>— 
Secretary of State Acheson indica­ 
ted today su ccess of the coming Big 
Fou r conference on Germany will 
hinge on how far the Ru ssians will 
go alcng with plans already laid 
ou t bv the western powers. 
He tcld a news conference the 
United States intends to demand 
fu ll gu arantees of civil rights for the 
German people and will not accept 
any proposals which do not pro­ 
vide for su ch gu arantees. 
Acheson also made this statement 
later au thorizing direct qu otation: 
"Whether a 
solu tion 
can 
be 
reached in Parts depends, of course, 
u pon the willingness of the Ru s­ 
sians to make or consider proposals 
which will not retard in any way 
whatsoever the great progress which 
has been made by the western pow­ 
ers in their effort to bring as mu ch 
cf Germany as possible into a con­ 
dition where it can be a peacefu l 
and constru ctive member 
of 
the 
commu nity of free nations in Eu ­ 
rope.” 
The meeting of the Big Fou r for­ 
eign ministers opens at Paris May 
23. 
In setting the limits of American 
maneu vers at Paris, Acheson went 
fu rther than any top American of­ 
ficial had gone to su ggest publicly 
that if major compromises are to 
be made for agreement on Germany 
they will have to be made by Ru s- 


Acheson praised to the limit the 
accomplishments of the Berlin air­ 
lift pilots and credited their efforts 
with defeat of the Soviet blockade 
of Berlin. 
Bu t he declared that while every­ 
body is delighted that the airlift 
brou ght an end to the blockade no 
one shou ld regard this development 
alone as having solved the problems 
of Germany.

There was no feasible way for the western allies to 
break the Russian blockade of Berlin when it was 
thrown up. That is, there no feasible way for any 
European nation to break It; they larked the re­ 
sourcefulness to do what the United States was able 
to do 
The airlift was an American phenomenon It 
was in the same category with the v ast airfields carv ed 
out of dismal Pacific islands, with the Marshall plan, 
with all the accomplishment which hav e made Amer­ 
icans the most env ied people on earth. It was some­ 
thing that couldn't be done which nev ertheless was 
done to prov e that human beings are more v aluable 
than money, 
The airlift has giv en a tremendous boost to Amer­ 
ican prestige. It should make ev ery European wonder 
why such things are possible when Americans tackle 
them. It should make them wonder why anyone ev er 
listens to politicians who strangle the freedom which 
makes great deeds possible. 
And it should make 
them wonder what the Kremlin may think of next 
to sharpen the contrast between Europe’s “ huddled 
masses” and the Americans who maintained the 
Berlin airlift.

DROPS IN MARCH; 
STILL ABOVE '48 


. WASHINGTON. May ll--<APi~ 
Consumer income dropped in March 
for the third consecutiv e month, 
failing three per cent 
below 
the 
peak reached last December. After 
the drop it was still four per cent 
abov e March, 1948. 
The Commerce department, re­ 
porting this today, said March con­ 
sumer income fell $ 2.008,000,000 be­ 
low February to an annual rate of 
$ 214,300,000.000. 
Declines in wages and salaries, 
easily the biggest item of consumer 
inccme, and in receipts of owners 
of farms and unincorporated busi­ 
ness were chiefly responsible. They 
were partly offset, howev er, by in­ 
creased unemployment compensa­ 
tion payments. 
The term “ ccruumer income.” as 
used by the 
gov ernment, 
means 
practically all income receiv ed by 
indiv iduals as distinguished 
from 
Income receiv ed from corporations. 
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For the first three months of 194P, 
consumer income was at an annu­ 
al rate of $ 216,700,060.000 compared 
with $ 219.600,000,000 in the fourth 
quarter of 1948. 
For March, non-agricultural in­ 
come totaled 1192,800,000,009 at an 
annual rate compared with $ 194 - 
10C000.0CC tn February. 
Farm in­ 
come flowed at a $ 21,700.000J)90 clip 
in March against $ 22,200,000,000 in 
February.

an Increase in the amount of uric 
acid in the blood, and deposits of a 
chemical known as sodium urate in 
and » round the joints. 
Gout comes on in attacks with 
oain in the Joints and sometime 
dight fev er. 
The joint-affected 
areas are usually red and swollen. 
Attacks of gout may be brought 
on by a large number of things, 
such as foods, certain 
alcoholic 
bev erages, the eating of excessiv e 
amounts of fats, and surgical oper­ 
ations. Then, too, there are certain 
drugs, such as insulin and liv er in­ 
jections, which may cause seizures. 
Exposure to cold and dampness are 
well-known causes of attacks. 
Recently, it has been shown that 
sensitiv ity to foods and pollens or 
allergy may play a role in the de­ 
v elopment of an attack of gout. An 
icute attack may be brought on bv 
injecting pollen extracts under the 
dun, or by giv ing patient« foods to 
which they were known to be sen­ 
sitiv e. 
In some of these patients, other 
>*mptoms of allergy dev elop, such 
is nasal dbcharge.

sere treated by giv ing them a drug 
mown as colchicine,

been found to aid greatly in raiiev - 
ng gcut.

Breadon became president of the 
Cardinals in 1920 after he had pur­ 
chased a majority of the stock. He 
replaced Branch Rickey who had 
been president.

In 1925 Breadon broug ht Rickey 
into the front office where the pah 
made the best office team the sport 
has seen. 
Tog ether they started the farm 
system under which minor leag ue 
clubs were helped financially or 
boug ht outrig ht. Throug h this sys­ 
tem the Cardinals g ot the players 
who carried them into so many pen­ 
nants and the money that put the 
blub on a sound financial footing .
